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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY, 

February,  1929. 


THE  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  inspection 
of  and  the  report  on  the  ruins  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey.  For 
some  time  past  your  Council  have  viewed  with  apprehension 
the  condition  of  these  ruins,  and  ultimately  decided  to  invite 
H.M.  Office  of  Works  to  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  them 
and  to  report  thereon.  This  has  now  been  done,  and  your 
Council  wish  to  place  on  record  their  great  indebtedness  to 
H.M.  Office  of  Works  for  the  very  careful  and  thorough  report 
they  have  presented. 

The  recommendations  contained  therein  are  briefly  as 
follows  :  — 

That  all  the  paths  within  the  Church  should  be  abolished 
and  turfed  over.  That  the  three  horse  chestnut  trees  which 
encroach  on  the  arcade  wall  of  the  Presbyteiy,  also  one  on 
the  north  side  of  the  West  entrance,  a  sycamore  tree  near  the 
East  wall  of  the  North  Transept,  and  a  birch  tree  in  the 
centre  of  the  Nave,  should  be  removed.  The  Nave  should  be 
levelled  to  the  original  floor  line  of  the  13th  Century  Church, 
and  one  step  formed  to  the  retro-choir  and  three  to  the  choir. 
It  is  also  suggested  that  the  choir  should  also  be  brought  up 
to  the  13th  Century  level  and  the  Norman  work  lined  out 
with  stone,  as  also  the  lines  of  the  South  wall  of  the  Nave,  the 
piers  of  the  North  and  South  arcades,  the  stone  edging  laid  to 
be  level  with  the  turf.  All  the  stone  fragments  forming 
rockeries,  etc.,  should  be  removed  together  with  those  built 
into  or  on  walls  in  wrong  positions.  After  the  removal  of  the 
paths,  the  South  arcade  wall  and  the  East  wall  of  the 
Presbytery  should  be  as  far  as  possible  excavated  down  to  the 
level  of  the  previous  excavations. 


It  is  further  recommended  that  the  iron  straps  be  removed 
from  the  North  West  Pier  of  the  Tower  and  the  stones 
secured  by  means  of  delta  metal  cramps  and  the  surrounding 
masonry  thoroughly  consolidated.  All  defective  joints  through¬ 
out  the  ruins  to  be  raked  out  and  pointed  with  lime  mortar. 
The  six  large  lime  trees  growing  at  the  base  of  the  North  wall 
of  the  Nave  to  be  removed. 

The  treatment  of  the  Presbytery,  it  is  felt,  should  be  left  for 
future  discussion.  The  present  arrangement  of  raising  the 
foundations  in  brickwork  is  regarded  as  far  from  satisfactory 
and  the  bricks  are  in  many  cases  badly  decayed. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  indicated  amounts  to  the 
sum  of  £2,720,  with  an  additional  sum  of  £450  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  work  required  for  the  preservation  and  improvement 
of  the  Presbytery.  To  this  a  further  £200  may  be  added  for 
the  travelling  and  subsistence  allowances  of  the  supervisor, 
etc.,  or  a  total  of  £3,370. 

Your  Council  have  approved  of  the  whole  scheme,  and  have 
appointed  a  Sub-Committee  to  examine  in  detail  the  various 
recommendations  and  report  to  them  the  proper  sequence  of 
the  work.  At  a  later  date  it  will  be  necessary  to  appeal  for 
funds  to  carry  out  this  very  important  work,  and  the  Council 
trust  that  the  members  of  the  Society  will  show  their 
appreciation  of  these  beautiful  ruins  by  quickly  subscribing 
the  amount  needed. 

The  Staircase  leading  to  the  upper  room  of  the  Hospitium 
after  receiving  various  repairs  in  the  past,  has  been  finally 
condemned  by  the  architects  as  unsafe,  and  this  has  now  been 
replaced  by  a  new  structure  in  English  Oak.  At  no  distant 
date  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  repair  and  restore  this  building, 
and  your  Council  have  invited  H.M.  Office  of  Works  to  inspect 
and  report  upon  the  same. 

The  Tempest  Anderson  Hall  has  been  cleaned  and  re¬ 
decorated,  and  a  movable  platform  added. 

The  Sheldonian  tapestry  map  of  Worcestershire  has  been 
cleaned  and  repaired,  and  loaned  to  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  London. 


These  items  have  meant  a'  considerable  financial  outlay, 
which,  in  part,  accounts  for  the  adverse  balance  shown  on  the 
balance  sheet  for  the  year. 

During  1926  and  1927  the  number  of  new  members  elected 
has  been  below  the  average.  The  Council  look  to  the  citizens 
of  York  and  others  in  the  County,  for  a  much  larger  measure 
of  support,  and  trust  it  will  be  forthcoming  during  1929. 

Upwards  of  £joo  has  been  contributed  to  the  Million 
Shilling  Fund.  There  are  still  a  large  number  of  members 
who  have  not  responded  to  the  Council’s  appeal.  Your 
Council  again  urgently  appeals  to  all  members  to  assist  with 
donations  or  annual  subscriptions  to  this  Fund. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  and  Gardens  has 
been  fully  maintained.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in 
the  Saturday  afternoon  attendances.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE 
For  the  Year  1928. 


mHE  usual  work  has  proceeded  without  interruption  or 
Jl  abatement  of  interest.  The  Donations  to  the  Collections 
have  been  numerous  and  valuable  ;  chief  amongst  these  were 
the  series  of  sculptured  stones  from  Precentor’s  Court,  York, 
which  form  a  third  series  of  parts  of  St.  William’s  Shrine  and 
the  Reredos  of  the  great  High  Altar  of  the  Cathedral.  For  these 
valuable  additions  the  Museum  is  indebted  to  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  G.  J.  Wolstenholme.  Col.  G.  D.  Ceilings  has  presented 
an  ivory  whistle  once  the  property  of  the  famous  highwayman, 
Dick  Turpin. 

The  Yorkshire  Geological  Society  held  its  autumnal  meeting 
in  the  Museum  on  November  17th. 

The  Yorkshire  Architectural  and  York  Archaeological  Society 
continues  to  hold  its  meetings  and  house  its  Library  in  the 
M  useum.  Its  autumn  series  of  lectures  were  given  in  the 
Tempest  Anderson  Hall. 

The  Autumn  Course  of  Lectures  of  the  York  University 
Extension  Society  was  given  in  the  Tempest  Anderson  Hall. 

Educational  Work. — The  City  Educational  Authorities 
continue  to  make  use  of  the  Museum  Collections.  There  has 
been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  classes  visiting 
the  Museum  and  in  the  interest  taken  in  the  Collections. 
Many  schools  from  different  parts  of  the  County  have  repeated 
their  visits,  and  considerable  pains  have  been  taken  by  the 
teachers  in  the  organization  of  these  parties.  Where  the 
numbers  have  been  large  two  or  three  Guides  have  been 
provided.  Some  of  these  parties  have  carefully  studied  and 


annotated  the  illustrated  booklet  containing  “A  Description 
of  the  Ancient,  Mediaeval,  and  Modern  Buildings  preserved  in 
the  Society’s  Grounds,”  before  coming  to  the  Museum. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  Museums  for  study 
and  instruction  was  765.  Many  students  engaged  in 
archaeological  and  historical  research  have  made  use  of  the 
Library  and  the  various  Collections  in  the  Museum. 

The  Keeper  has  continued  his  short  addresses  on  the 
different  collections,  to  various  parties  of  visitors,  and  to 
artizans  and  children  on  Saturday  afternoons. 

The  Collections  or  specimens  have  been  studied  by  Dr.  F. 
Corner,  of  London;  W.  T.  Arkell,  B.A.,  F.G.S.,  of  the 
University  Museum,  Oxford;  Prof.  C.  LI.  Griffiths,  M.A., 
F.S.A.,  of  the  University  of  Oxford;  Shuichi  Goto  of  the 
Imperial  Household  Museum,  Tokyo;  Prof.  Henry  Woods, 
M.A.,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Sedgwick  Museum,  Cambridge;  A.  Leslie 
Armstrong,  M.C.,  F.S.A.,  of  Sheffield  ;  Prof.  A.  Kingsley 
Porter,  of  Harvard  University,  Cambridge,  U.S.A.;  Prof.  W. 
C.  M’Intosh,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  of  Newtyle,  Fife;  Gerald  C. 
Dunning,  B.Sc.,  Frankes  Student  of  the  London  Society  of 
Antiquaries ;  W.  A.  Thorpe,  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  London  ;  and  W.  H.  Burrell,  of  the  University 
of  Leeds. 

Numerous  specimens  have  been  loaned  to  specialists,  and  a 
large  number  of  inquiries  have  been  replied  to. 

Special  Exhibits. — Special  exhibits  have  been  made  of  the 
carved  stones  from  Precentor's  Court  ;  Traders’  Tokens  of  the 
17th,  18th  and  19th  Centuries ;  Crown  Pieces  ;  Roman  Glass  ; 
Treasures  from  the  River  Ouse ;  photographs  showing  the 
eruption  of  Mount  Vesuvius  ;  the  Large  Copper  Butterfly  ;  the 
new  silver  and  bronze  coins  of  the  Irish  Free  State;  Irish 
Coins,  950 — 1825  A.D.

Turning  to  the  different  departments  of  the  Museum  : — 

Ethnology. — Much  of  the  new  material  obtained  during 
the  year  has  had  to  be  stored  as  this  gallery  is  now  practically 
full.  The  collections  that  are  stored  have  all  been  examined 
and  are  in  good  condition. 

Among  the  more  interesting  additions  are  an  early  British 
bronze  armlet  and  a  bronze  necklet  dredged  from  the  River 

°  *v 

Ouse,  York;  an  early  British  bronze  fibula  ;  an  early  British 
charm  presented  by  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Browne  ;  13  flint  hand- 
axes  presented  by  Dr.  Frank  Corner ;  a  brass  monastic  lamp 
presented  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Linfoot ;  three  wooden  corn  measures, 
marked  Wm.  IV.  ;  a  series  of  ladies’  inlaid  card  cases  ;  and  a 
number  of  inlaid  tortoiseshell  purses. 

Geology. — The  specimens  in  the  Museum  figured  by  John 
Phillips  in  his  “  Geology  of  Yorkshire  ”  have  now  been 
brought  together,  cleaned,  remounted  and  relabelled  and  are 
exhibited  in  one  of  the  desk  cases  on  the  ground  floor. 

Two  adjacent  cases  have  been  filled  with  the  type  specimens 
of  other  authors,  and  the  process  of  remounting  is  being 
carried  out.  A  card  catalogue  of  these  has  been  prepared,  and 
is  now  available  for  reference. 


Roman  Antiquities. — The  chief  addition  to  the  Collection 
during  the  past  year  has  been  a  portion  of  a  column  belonging 
to  some  Roman  building.  It  was  found  near  to  Nessgate, 
where  in  1841  an  inscribed  stone  was  discovered  recording  the 
restoration  of  a  temple  to  Hercules.  This  column  may  have 
belonged  to  this  temple.  It  is  of  grit  stone,  3  ft.  5  in.  high, 
1  ft.  gjin.  in  diameter,  and  is  covered  with  scale  ornamentation. 
There  is  a  dowel  hole  in  its  base  showing  that  it  is  an  upper 
portion  of  a  column  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
there  is  cut  in  it  a  hole  7  in.  square  and  4J  in.  deep  to  receive 
a  cross  beam. 

Zoology. — The  collection  of  heads  of  big  game  which  has 
been  on  loan  for  some  years  has  now  been  presented  to  the 
Museum  by  R.  H.  Willan,  Esq. 

Botany. — The  specimens  of  British  Flowering  Plants  and 
Ferns  in  the  Herbarium  are  in  fair  condition.  The  foreign 
specimens  require  attention. 

Astronomy. — All  the  instruments  are  in  good  condition,  and 
various  observations  have  been  taken  during  the  year. 

The  Observatory  has  been  open  on  all  lecture  nights  during 
the  past  year,  providing  it  was  a  clear  night.  Members 
wishing  to  use  the  Observatory  on  other  than  lecture  nights 
should  apply  to  the  Honorary  Curator. 

Numismatics. — Progress  continues  in  the  classification  and 
labelling  of  the  collections.  The  English,  Scottish  and  Irish 
coins  since  the  Conquest  are  now  practically  completed, 
though  the  classification  is  only  provisional  as  regards  the 
difficult  series  of  the  Edwards  and  Henry  IV.,  V.  and  VI.,  and 
a  good  deal  of  further  work  will  be  needed  here  when  the  rest 
of  the  coins  have  been  classified  in  some  preliminary  order. 
It  is  expected  that  in  the  coming  year  a  beginning  may  be 
made  with  the  Anglo-Saxon,  and  possibly  with  the  Roman 
and  Greek,  some  of  which  have  already  been  classified  a  few 
years  ago.  Some  of  the  gaps  in  the  collections  have  been 
filled  up  by  welcome  gifts  during  the  year,  and  the  Society 
would  be  glad  to  have  really  good  specimens  of  Yorkshire  and 
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Northern  coins  or  tokens  to  replace  the  present  specimens, 
which  are  too  often  in  extremely  poor  condition.  Various 
labelled  coins  and  tokens  have  been  exhibited  in  the  Central 
Hall  during  the  year,  and  the  selections  have  been  changed 
at  intervals. 

Ceramics. — The  Ceramic  Collections  in  the  Central  Hall 
and  Galleries  have  been  maintained  in  good  order  during  the 
past  year.  The  bulk  of  the  cases  have  been  thoroughly 
cleaned,  and  a  portion  of  the  collection  downstairs  rearranged. 
Some  specimens  have  been  added,  chiefly  in  the  green  glazed 
and  Leeds  Pottery  sections. 

The  Library. — During  the  year  59  volumes  have  been 
added  by  purchase,  and  99  by  presentation,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  unbound  memoirs. 

The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  was  271. 

Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station  :  Longitude,  T  5'  W. ; 
Latitude,  55°57’  N.  ;  height  above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

The  rainfall  for  1928  was  above  normal,  being  27*40  inches, 
3*40  inches  above  the  average  for  over  50  years.  The  rain 
was  fairly  spread  over  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  January, 
June,  August  and  October,  when  the  totals  for  the  months 
were  4*87,  4*00,  3*76,  and  3^92  inches  respectively. 

Temperature  ranged  from  8o:  F.  on  July  12th,  14th  and  15th, 
to  250  F.  on  November  4th  and  December  9th  ;  the  range  of 
temperature  for  1928  being  thus  55°  F.  as  against  570  F. 
for  1927.  A  mean  pressure  of  1112*15  millibars  (1000 
millibar  —  29*531  inches  of  mercury)  at  M.S.L.,  (corrected  for 
diurnal  variations),  has  been  recorded,  as  against  1112*0 
millibars  for  1927.  November  gave  the  lowest  mean  for  the 
year,  1005*8  millibars,  January  next  with  1007*1  millibars. 
September  was  highest  1020*2  millibars,  and  July  next  with 
1017*1  millibars.  The  extreme  range  was  1*59  inches  as 
compared  with  1*60  inches  in  1927.  The  highest  reading  of 
the  barometer  was  taken  February  22nd,  at  9  p.m.,  viz. :  30*59 
inches,  and  the  lowest  on  March  16th,  at  9  a.m.,  viz.  : 
28*72  inches. 
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Snow  or  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  27*40  inches  01  6g6'o  mm., 
as  against  28'68  inches  or  /28*-5  mm.,  for  1927,  a  decrease  of 
1*28  inches  or  32*5  mm.,  for  the  year.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the 
year  occured  on  June  24th,  when  34*0  mm.  (1*34  inches)  fell. 
The  cumulative  totals  for  the  years  since  1820  are,  for  the 
heaviest  monthly  falls,  August  6ooo'3j  mms.,  October 
5753'4§  mms.,  and  July  5432-30  mms. 

Observations  of  Winds  show  that  during  1928  we  had 
“  strong  ”  winds  on  5  days  (force  4  to  7  on  scale  0-12),  1  day 
more  than  1927,  and  “calm  ”  on  2  days  as  compared  with  10  in 
1927.  The  chief  winds  have  been  observed  as  S.  (97),  W.  (64), 
N.  (61),  S.E.  (34),  and  S.W.  (29),  and  N.W.  (37). 

Thunder  was  heard  on  15  days,  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  6  days, 
as  against  11  days  in  1927  :  and  there  were  hailstorms  on  8 
days,  as  against  3  days  the  previous  year. 

Bright  Sunshine  was  recorded  1293*7  hours  as  against  H93'i 
hours  in  1927,  an  increase  of  ioo'G  hours  for  the  year. 

The  daily  mean  was  3*53  hours,  and  the  percentage  of 
possible  sunshine  29  as  against  27  in  1927. 


It  is  urgently  requested  that  any  discovery  of  Archaeological 
interest  in  the  neighbourhood  may  be  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum,  or  the  Honorary  Curators,  as 
early  as  possible. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Museum  will  be  pleased  to  give  any 
information  in  his  power,  and  may  be  seen  daily,  Museum 
engagements  permitting.

March  5TH. — Col.  W.  A.  White  occupied  the  chair. 

The  Keeper  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  and 
announced  the  Donations  to  the  Museum  and  Library. 

The  following  Communication  was  then  read  : — 

YORKSHIRE’S  CONTRIBUTION  TO  THE 
“ORNITHOLOGY”  OF  1678. 

By  J.  S.  Gayner. 

This  paper  is  an  attempt  to  indicate  not  to  estimate  the 
value  of  the  assistance  rendered  by  three  Yorkshire  naturalists 
to  Willughby  and  Ray,  and  used  by  them  in  the  production  of 
their  great  book  on  birds.  In  compiling  the  paper  I  have 
relied  mainly  on  Chapter  9  of  Book  1  of  the  Ornithology,  and 
on  T.  H.  Nelson’s  “  Birds  of  Yorkshire.”  Chapter  9  of  Book  1 
of  the  Ornithology  is  entitled  :  “  A  Catalogue  of  English  Birds, 
as  well  of  such  as  abide  here  all  the  year,  and  never  change 
place,  as  of  such,  which  at  set  times  come  and  go,  which  we 
call  Birds  of  Passage.”  Nelson’s  “Birds  of  Yorkshire”  is 
based,  among  other  material,  on  the  notes  of  Mr.  W.  Denison 
Roebuck;  and  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  Mr.  Roebuck  must 
have  had  among  his  notes  the  complete  material  for  such  a 
paper  as  I  here  essay.  That  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn 
that  Mr.  Roebuck  published  such  a  paper,  is  my  excuse  for 
publishing  the  following. 

The  “  Ornithology  ”  of  1678  is  the  first  book  on  birds  that 
was  written  in  English :  in  its  earlier  form  as  the 


“  Ornithologia  ”  of  I676  it  was  the  first  book  written  solely 
about  birds  that  was  printed  in  England. 

The  story  of  the  origin  of  the  “Ornithology”  of  Willughby 
and  Ray  is  almost  as  familiar  to  naturalists  as  the  story  of  the 
death  of  Bede  to  readers  of  Green’s  “  Short  History.”  The 
share  of  each  in  the  work  has  been  summed  up  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  in  the  words  of  Professor  Newton  : — 
“  Together  they  studied,  together  they  travelled,  and  together 
they  collected.”  Willughby  died  before  the  promise  of  his 
life  was  fulfilled.  His  writings  were  given  to  the  world  by  his 
friend  Ray,  who  adding  to  them  from  his  own  stores,  published 
the  “  Ornithologia  ”  in  Latin,  in  1676,  and  with  many 
emendations,  in  English,  in  1678. 

It  is  solely  of  the  English  edition  that  I  speak  ;  I  have  indeed 
never  seen  the  edition  of  1676,  which  I  believe  to  be 
uncommon.  The  “Ornithology”  is  a  treatise  on  birds  from 
every  point  of  view;  embryology  and  famous  breeding  stations, 
such  as  the  Bass  Rock  or  the  Fame  Islands  :  medicine  and 
falconry  are  all  included.  There  is  even  a  section  on  “  Such 
Birds  as  we  suspect  for  fabulous.”  And  domestic  birds  rank 
as  English. 

The  Yorkshire  naturalists  who  assisted  Willughby  and  Ray 
were  Dr.  Martin  Lister,  of  York  ;  Francis  Jessop  of  Broome- 
hall  in  Sheffield  Parish,  and  Ralph  Johnson,  of  Brignalf  near 
Greta  : — in  what  we  now  know  as  the  Rokeby  Country. 

Very  roughly  I  put  the  English  list  of  Willughby  and  Ray 
at  160.  But  this  number  is  only  arrived  at  by  severe  editing. 
Certainly  the  authors  would  have  put  their  own  list  of  British 
birds  much  higher  than  this.  For  purposes  of  this  paper 
I  have  excluded  from  the  count  all  domestic  birds  and  all  birds 
which  were  so  imperfectly  described  that  the  naturalists  who 
relied  on  these  descriptions  were  not  aided.  Briefly,  if  the 
description  of  a  bird  did  not  enable  Gilbert  White  or  Montagu 
to  recognise  the  bird  when  they  saw  it;  then  I  don't  count 
such  a  bird  in  this  paper.  Writing  from  another  point  of  view, 
much  of  what  I  now  exclude  might  well  be  included. 


As  said  above,  for  the  purpose  of  this  paper  I  put  the 
British  list  of  Willughby  and  Ray  at  160  ;  which  may  not 
unfairly  be  compared  with  the  B.O.U.  list  of  1883  of  211  birds 
resident  or  regular  visitants  to  the  British  Isles.  Now  in  the 
case  of  at  least  40  out  of  these  160  British  birds  the  authors 
received  important  help  from  one  or  more  of  these  Yorkshire 
naturalists.  From  Jessop  sometimes  descriptions  and 
frequently  the  “  cases  ”  which  then  did  duty  for  “  skins.’’ 
Lister’s  best  contribution  to  the  “  Ornithology  ”  was  the 
valuable  suggestion  that  the  Jack  Snipe  was  probably  a  distinct 
species  and  not  merely  a  male  of  the  Common  Snipe  :  an  easy 
mistake  to  make  with  a  bird  which  never  bred  in  this  country  : 
and  in  a  day  when  the  falcons  were  the  best  known  of  wild 
birds  :  a  group  of  birds  in  which  the  male  is  the  smaller  and 
brighter  coloured  of  the  two  sexes. 

Jessop’s  best  note  is  perhaps  that  which  refers  to  the 
purchase  of  young  Woodcocks  in  Sheffield:  welcome  evidence 
of  the  Woodcock  breeding  in  the  West  Riding  in  the  17th 
Century. 

In  the  “Ornithology”  the  Common  Scoter  appears  as  a 
new  species.  That  this  should  be  so,  while  the  much  rarer 
Velvet  Scoter  was  already  known  to  science,  need  not  surprise 
us.  The  Velvet  Scoter  is  the  more  striking  bird,  and  there¬ 
fore  comes  earlier  for  observation  and  description.  Here  we 
can  only  extract  passages  from  the  “  Ornithology”  :  “  In  the 
year  1671,  I  found  the  Male  of  this  kind  at  Chester,  killed  on 
the  Sea  Coast  thereabouts,  and  bought  in  the  market  by  my 

Lord  Bishop  Wilkins  his  Steward .  It  abides  constantly 

at  sea,  gets  its  living  by  diving,  and  is  taken  in  nets  placed 
under  the  water.  In  the  wash  in  Lincolnshire  it  is  found 
plentifully.  Its  case  stuft  was  sent  us  first  by  Mr.  Fr.  Jessop 
out  of  Yorkshire.  Next  we  got  it  at  Chester,  as  we  have  said  : 
then  Sir  Thomas  Browne  sent  us  a  Picture  of  it  from  Norwich; 
and  lastly,  Mr.  Johnson  sent  a  description  of  it  in  his  method 
of  Birds,  in  which  description  are  some  particulars  not 
observed  by  us,  viz.,  that  the  Male  hath  on  the  upper  side 
some  tincture  of  shining  green,  and  that  in  the  Hen  the  Neck 
and  Head  on  both  sides,  as  far  as  the  Eyes,  is  white.” 


To  Ralph  Johnson,  of  Brignall,  the  authors  were  indebted 
for  specimens,  notes  on  nearly  40  different  kinds  of  birds,  and, 
above  all,  for  Johnson's  “  Method  of  Birds.”  Exactly  what  is 
meant  hy  this  “  Method  of  Birds  ”  I  don’t  know.  But  the 
large  hind  toe  of  Sea  Ducks  and  the  very  little  hind  toe  of 
Pond  Ducks  is  an  important  generalisation  for  which  the 
authors  are  indebted  to  Johnson.  The  note  on  the  Nuthatch 
will  serve  to  display  Johnson’s  style.  “  It  is  a  pretty  sight  to 
see  her  fetch  a  nut  out  of  her  hoard,  place  it  in  a  chink,  and 
then  stand  over  it  with  her  head  downwards,  strike  it  with  all 
her  might  and,  breaking  the  shell,  catch  up  the  kernel.  The 
feathers  of  her  tail  are  not  stiff  and  pointed  because  her 
motion  is  rather  down  than  up  trees  :  nor  hath  she  the  two 
hind  toes .  Her  voice  is  very  shrill.” 

Of  the  Brent  Geese  now  so  wild,  Johnson  notes  “  It  is  a 
very  heedless  fowl,  so  that  if  a  pack  of  them  come  into  Tees  it 
is  seldom  one  escapes  away,  for  though  they  be  often  shot  at 
yet  they  only  fly  a  little  and  suffer  the  gunner  to  come  openly 
upon  them.” 

Under  the  heading  “  Mr.  Johnson’s  Small  Cloven-footed 
Gull,”  we  meet  what  is  perhaps  the  most  interesting  species 
he  reported  on.  £<  It  is  of  the  bigness  of  a  blackbird 
or  something  less,  the  crown  of  a  black  or  dark  red. 

The  sides  and  under-sides  of  the  neck  are  red . the  wings 

are  long;  the  tail  short . the  toes  not  webbed  together  but 

bordered  on  each  side  with  lateral  membrances  scalloped  and 

elegantly  serrate .  I  think  it  ought  to  be  referred  to  the 

Gulls.”  The  Rednecked  Phallerope  :  now-a-days  referred  to 
the  Plovers :  and  we  group  Plovers  and  Gulls  together. 

I  would  close  with  a  few  brief  extracts. 

The  Osprey.  “  The  report  of  their  having  one  webbed  foot 
is  fabulous,  Mr.  Johnson.”

The  Hobby.  “  This  from  persecuting  of  larks  is  not  unfitly 

entitled  by  Mr.  Johnson,  Accipiter  Alaudarius.” 

The  Starling,  “  which,  said  Mr.  Johnson,  I  never  saw  eat 
berries,  whereas  all  the  rest  of  this  tribe,  except  perhaps  the 
Water  Ousel,  are  baccivorous.”

Garganey,  or  Summer  Teal.  “This  is  the  least  of  the  Ducks. 
In  its  stomach  dissected  I  found  nothing  but  grass  and  stones.” 
This  description  we  owe  to  Mr.  Johnson.” 

The  Long-tailed  Duck.  “The  Swallow-tailed  Sheldrake  of 
Mr.  Johnson.” 

Follows  a  good  description.  “  She  is  a  great  diver . a  pair 

only,  feeding  together,  several  days  in  Tees  River,  below 
Barnard  Castle . ” 

The  Red  Game  or  Gor-Cock.  “  Gor  in  the  North  of  England 
signifies  red,  so  the  Gor-Cock  is  the  Red  Cock.  For  the 
understanding  and  exact  distinction  of  these  names  we  are 
beholden  to  Mr.  Johnson,  of  Brignall  in  Yorkshire.” 


December  3RD. — Mr.  H.  J.  Wilkinson  occupied  the  chair.

THE  NEW  ROMAN  MEMORIAL  STONE: 

THE  SLEEPING  SOLDIER. 

By  the  Rev.  A.  Raine,  B.A. 

(With  Plate  I.) 

This  Roman  monument  is  quite  unlike  any  other  in  our 
Collection  and  no  small  speculation  has  been  caused  as  to 
what  it  represents.  It  is  only  in  the  last  few  weeks  that 
definite  light  has  been  thrown  upon  it.  It  was  found  a  year 
ago  in  the  garden  of  Miss  Moggs’  Nursing  Home — on  the 
descent  of  the  Mount  on  the  E.  Side  of  the  Road  leading  from 
York  to  Tadcaster.  As  is  well  known  there  is  a  roadside 
Roman  Burial  place  here,  and  several  Roman  Memorial  Stones 
in  the  Yorkshire. Museum  have  come  from  this  cemetery. 


There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  stone  has  been 
discovered  before — about  seventy  years  ago  when  the  house 
was  first  built.  When  the  trench  was  then  dug  in  which  to 
lay  the  drains  the  stone  was  found,  and  it  was  broken  up  by 
the  workmen  and  left  in  the  trench.  When  the  drains  were 
'  relaid  a  year  ago  the  broken  stones  were  come  upon.  The)* 
were  carefully  collected  and  laid  out  on  the  grass  in  the 
garden  and  then  and  there  roughly  pieced  together,  and  one 
could  see  that  they  formed  the  figure  of  a  man  leaning  his 
head  on  his  hand.  By  kind  permission  of  Miss  Moggs  the 
fragments  were  brought  to  the  Museum  and  carefully  pieced 
together  and  set  in  a  frame.  Several  persons  on  seeing  the 
stone  expressed  doubts  as  to  its  being  Roman  at  all;  they 
asserted  that  it  was  part  of  a  recumbent  mediaeval  figure.  As 
it  was  impossible  at  the  time  to  produce  any  Roman  parallels 
for  it  from  elsewhere,  all  that  one  could  say  was  that  it  had 
been  found  in  a  Roman  Burial  Ground  and  therefore  must  be 
Roman.  Only  a  few  weeks  ago  Mr.  S.  N.  Miller  was  looking 
through  a  new  German  book  on  the  Roman  Remains  of 
Wurtemburg,  and  he  came  upon  parallels  for  our  York  figure 
at  Wurtemburg  and  Obernburg.  Mr.  Miller  says,  “  Either  he 
is  the  deceased  sleeping  the  Sleep  of  Death,  or  he  is  the 
Mourning  Attis  (a  common  enough  motif  in  sepulchral 
monuments)  :  if  the  latter  the  deceased  would  presumably  be 
his  wife  or  his  comrade  or  some  other  connection.”. 

“  The  York  figure  in  a  general  way  does  resemble  the 
“  Mourning  Attis  ”  type.  But  though  his  headgear  might  be 
taken  for  the  Phrygian  peaked  cap  it  seems  more  likely  to  be 
a  helmet,  when  one  takes  it  with  the  rest  of  his  get-up,  which 
is  more  like  a  soldier’s  cloak,  doublet,  tunic  and  “  sporran  ” 
than  the  mantle  and  Asiatic  “  tucked  ”  chiton  of  Attis  ;  and 
though  the  object  on  the  left  occupies  the  same  place  as  the 
shepherd’s  staff  of  Attis,  it  is  more  like  the  rim  of  a  shield,  but 
the  pose  and  the  whole  composition  of  the  figure  and  its 
attributes  does  certainly  seem  to  be  modelled  on  the  “  Mourn¬ 
ing  Attis.” 

“  I  conclude  that  either  (i)  it  is  a  deceased  soldier  sleeping 
the  sleep  of  death,  or  (2)  it  is  a  mourning  soldier  assimilated 


to  the  familiar  £  Mourning  Attis.!  I  should  be  inclined  to 
favour  the  second  and  more  interesting  alternative,  but  I  do 
not  feel  sure  of  it.” 

That  is  what  Mr.  Miller  says  about  the  stone,  and  we  cannot 
go  further  than  that  at  the  present.  It  is  a  most  interesting 
stone,  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  another  like  it  in  England. 


ST.  MARY’S  ABBEY. 


The  Council  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Societ}T  agreed 
yesterday  to  a  scheme  for  the  repair  of  the  ruins  of  St.  Mary’s 
Abbey  at  York.  This  scheme  is  based  on  the  recommendations 
of  H  is  Maj  esty’s  Office  of  Works  which  has  sent  to  the 
Society  a  voluminous  report  on  the  state  of  the  ruins,  with  the 
careful  suggestions  of  Mr.  C.  R.  Peers,  who  is  acknowledged 
to  be  the  leading  authority  on  this  type  of  architectural 
reparation.  The  Society  is  to  be  warmly  congratulated  on  the 
step  it  has  taken.  It  will  receive  the  thanks  not  only  of  our 
own  local  community  but  of  that  great  mulitude  of  people  in 
all  parts  of  this  country  who  are  intensely  interested  in  the 
ruins  of  the  great  Yorkshire  abbeys  and  would  willingly  take 
their  part  in  the  financial  obligations  that  the  work  at  York 
will  involve.  The  scheme  cannot,  for  lack  of  funds,  be  put  in 
hand  at  once,  but  it  remains  as  a  practical  ideal  to  be  reached 
by  easy  stages. 

When  the  ruins  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  they  were 
in  a  deplorable  condition.  Two  and  a  half  centuries  of  inexcus¬ 
able  neglect  faced  the  Society,  which,  later  set  to  work  to 
save  what  was  left  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the 
Benedictine  houses  in  Europe.  The  process,  which  had 
almost  become  a  custom,  of  transporting  the  dislocated  stones 
of  the  abbey  to  the  private  gardens  of  York  citizens,  by  whose 
authority  we  know  not,  came  to  an  end.  The  Society,  charged 
with  the  duty  of  preserving  the  ruins,  did  what  it  could  first 
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to  create  an  atmosphere  of  public  opinion  favourable  to  the 
preservation  of  the  ruins  and  then  proceeded  with  the  work 
that  lay  at  hand.  To  the  Philosophical  Society  we  owe  a  deep 
debt  of  gratitude  for  what  has  been  done  with  the  scanty 
materials  at  its  disposal.  But  this  gratitude  will  be  as  nothing 
compared  with  the  satisfaction  which  the  City  of  York  and  the 
community  at  large  will  manifest  when  the  new  scheme  has 
been  completed. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  scheme  recommended  by  the  Office 
of  Works  will  cost  £3,300.  The  Yorkshire  Philosophical 
Society  has  no  funds  at  its  disposal  for  this  object,  but  it  has 
accepted  the  recommendations  in  principle  and  appointed  a 
strong  Sub-Committee  to  examine  these  recommendations  and 
report  to  the  Council  as  to  the  proper  sequence  of  the  work. 
The  Society  will  then,  when  the  time  is  deemed  convenient, 
make  its  appeal  for  funds  and,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  the 
money  will  be  found.  Briefly  the  work  to  be  done  is  the 
restoration  of  the  existing  walls  of  the  abbey  and  the  exposure

of  the  original  lay-out  of  the  great  church.  The  work  will 
apparently  be  another  example  of  what  has  been  so  successfully 
carried  out  at  Rievaulx,  Byland,  and  Jervaulx.  If  thousands 
of  people  annually  visit  these  ruins  and  admire  the  work  done 
by  the  Office  of  Works,  how  many  will  visit  the  more  accessible 
spot  at  York,  to  see  something  of  what  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  was 
in  its  ancient  magnificence  ? 

The  Philosophical  Society  are  thoroughly  conscious  of  their 
trustee-ship.  To  them  has  been  committed  the  care  of  all  that 
is  left  of  this  precious  relic  of  the  mediaeval  age.  To-day  we 
see  only  the  north  wall  of  the  nave,  one  arch  of  the  central 
tower  and  the  foundations  of  choir,  transepts,  and  retro-choir. 
But  if  we  want  to  know  more  of  what  this  glorious  abbey  was 
like  in  the  14th  Century  when  Gothic  art  had  reached  its 
zenith,  we  must  go  into  the- undercroft  of  the  Museum,  where 
the  cloisters  stood,  and  gaze  upon  that  collection  of  fragments 
from  the  abbey.  Here,  compacted  together,  are  the  very 
sculptured  stones  from  altars,  shrines,  windows,  arches  and 
aisles,  which  made  St.  Mary’s  famous  throughout  Christendom. 
No  such  collection  can  be  seen  anywhere  else.  The  pieces 
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have  been  rescued  during  the  last  hundred  years,  gathered  from 
all  quarters  as  a  belated  reparation  for  deeds  that  never  should 
have  been  done.  Down  in  this  undercroft  is  part  of  the  legacy 
left  to  a  more  tolerant  and  enlightened  age  to  bring  it  again  to 
life.  Some  day  even  these  relics  may  be  replaced.  But  for 
the  present  the  work  contemplated  is  the  needful  repair  of 
what  remains — a  work  that  calls  for  the  co-operation  of  every 
lover  of  architectual  beauty  and  of  a  great  and  wonderful  past.
